The  District  is  practically  entirely  agricultural  in 
character.  Much  of  its  area  lies  at  an  elevation  of  1,000  feet 
and  upv/ards,  with  wide  fertile  valleys  in  which  are  a nujiiber  of 
villages  and  hamlets.  There-  is  one  small  ancient  market  town, 
that  of  Glun,  but  othervjisc  there  are  no  communities  urban  or 
semi -urban  in  character.  Much  of  the  hill  country  is  under 
cultivation  or  grazed.  There  are  a number  of  residential 
estates,  and  many  isolated  farmsteads  and  small  holdings.  There 
are  no  industries  outside  agriculture  with  its  associated  crafts 
and  trades  and  a small  amount  of  barytes  mining,  the  former 
extensive  lead  mining  industry  having  become  dormant  or  extinct.

The  improvement  of  the  water  supplies  in  the 
district  continues  to  engage  the  Council's  close  attention,  and  to 
occupy  much  of  the  Surveyor’s  time  and  energy  in  devising  and 
furthering  schemes  of  Public  Su'pply  to  villages  and  other 
collect! ons of  houses.  For  much  of  the  detailed  information 
following  I cjn  indebted  to  Mr.  Llliott. 


The  Council  in  past  years  has  ce/rried  ©ut  numerous  gravitational 
schemes  of  supply  from  excellent  upl..nd  springs.  In  general  the 
supply  has  been  aimple  and  efficient,  but  the  recurrent  droughts  of 
some  recent  years  have  diminished  the  yield  of  scorings  temporarily 
in  some  of  these,  and  have  shovm  deficient  conditions  elsev^here. 


As  to  the  shortage  of  water  during  the  year,  the  Surveyor 
reports:  - 


" The  public  supply  to  Pewcastle  (Clun)  practice.lly  failed  for  a 
” pv^riod  of  five  months.  The  mj/cter  received  the  Council’s 
” attention,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  best  means  of  providing 
“ eithLr  a supplementary  supply,  or  an  entirely  new  permanent 
source,  v^as  under  consideration.

After  some  difficulties,  connected  with 
the  lov;cst  tender,  v;orlc  on  the  scheme  v/as  eventually  "begun  in 
October,  and  v/as  v;ell  in  he.nd  by  the  end  of  th^  year. 

PXQ-CX’liPA. Pdl'f  Worl:  on  this  scheme  we.s  commenced  in 

August,  and  was  still  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The 
Council  he.ve  received  more  applications  for  a supply  of  water  from 
this  scheme  than  was  anticipated,  and  it  would  appear  that  the 
estirmit’^d  revenue  from  consumers  v;ill  be  exceeded. 

and  ?is  triej: . During  le.st  summer  it  was  found  that 
the  flov/  from  the  sprin{;;s  previously  reported  on  was  considerably 
loss  than  e.t  any  time  in  193^-  va.s  therefore  found  necessary 

to  search  for,  and  test,  other  springs  in  another  hollov;  on  the 
Longrnynd  scarp.  The  whole  of  the  springs  v/ere  subjected  to  tests 
of  yield  until  the  autumn  rains  set  in.  ilie  result  wcas  that  the 
Council  were  satisfied  that  they  had  sufficient  for  all  domestic 
purposes  for  the  houses  v/ithin  the  area  of  the  proposed  supply, 
but  that  it  might  be  necessary  to  restrict  the  amount  for  agricul- 
tural use  in  the  first  instance. 


IFcgotiati ons  with  the  ovmer  of  the  springs  v/ere  concluded 
satisfc.ctorily , and  at  the  end  of  the  5^ear  the  scheme  v/as  on  the 
point  of  being  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.  The 

estimated  cost  of  the  scheme  is  «f^3>500>  "tbe  Council  decided  to 

make  annual  grants  not  exceeding  cCol . 0.  3*  annum  provided 

that  the  County  Council  would  give  an  eo,ual  amount.  Application 
v/as  accordingly  made  to  the  County  Council  last  December. 


IlPPi'yi  o 1 1 owing  upon  the 

Ministerial  Inquiry  into  the  Srockton  and  Dorthen  Scheme,  a 
meeting  of  ratepayers  of  the  parish  called  attention  to  the 
supplies,  in  the  above-named  V/ards , and  asked  that  a survey  should 
be  made.  The  Council  gave  directions  accordingly,  but  it  v;as 
not  found  possible  to  complete  a survey  by  the  end  of  the  year. 


Clu_nt_on_  PpDpipp.-  The  supply  of  water  to  the  five  or  six 
houses  known  o.s  Clunton  Coppice  had  been  engaging  the  Council’s 
attention  for  a very  considerable  time,  a possible  source  of 
supply  was  found  in  193^  > tRe  negotiations  v;ith  the  ovmer  v/cre 

protracted.  Provisional  terms  were  agreed  eventually,  and  the 
Council  decided  that  the  scheme  should  be  defrayed  out  of  loem  if 
it  is  ce/rried  out.  Dach  of  the  occupiers  agreed  to  pay  a charge 
of  15/“  P^^i"  annum  for  each  house  supplied  from  a Standpipe. 
Permission  to  excavate  and  test  the  sxDrings  was  not  obte.ined  until 
it  v/as  too  late  to  do  so  last  year;  but  this  is  now  being  done. 


More.  The  Agent  for  the  More  instate  approached  the  Council 
with  a viev7  to  the  provision  of  a piped  supply  to  the  majority  of 
the  houses  and  farms  in  the-  parish  of  More.  The  Council  decided 
that  they  would  be  prepared  to  consider  a scheme  if  so-tisfactory 
terms  could  be  arranged.  The  question  was  under  considera.tion  at 
the  end  of  the  year.

Luring  the  year,  six  houses  at  Stiperstones  and  tv/o  at 
Snailbcach  were  taken  over  and  completed  by  the  Council  owing  to 
the  Contractor’s  financial  difficulties.  In  all  except  one  case, 
the  families  to  v^hoiTi  the  houses  v/ere  allotted  came  from  dv/ellings 
in  respect  of  which  undertakings  for  closure  had  been  accepted.  In 
the  case  of  the  exception,  the  family  concerned  had  found 
accommodation  elsev/here. 

The  Council  had  also  to  cancel  the  contract  for  the  erection 
of  eight  houses  at  Bucknell  owing  to  the  abo vementioned  Contractor’s 
difficulties.  The  v/ork  vjas  re-advertised,  and  another  tender 
accepted.  The  houses  were  completed  in  Lecember.  Six  of  these 
houses  were  erected  for  sluip  clearance;  five  w/ere  let  to  families 
from  houses  v/hich  were  then  closed,  and  in  the  remaining  case  the 
family  for  whom  it  was  intended  had  been  accommodated  elsev/here.  The 
remaining  tv/o  houses  v/ere  built  without  exchequer  subsidy,  and  are 
let  at  higher  rents.

The  progress  of  imx)rovement  under  this  Act  continues,  but  the 
considerable  increase  of  activity  referred  to  in  my  last  Report  was 
not  so  great  as  v/as  anticipated,  as  to  enquiries  received,  and  there 
are  still  many  cottages  capable  of  being  re-conditioned  by  means  of 
grants  vjithout  undue  burden  on  the  ovmers  or  occupiers. 


V/ith  regard  to  the  Council’s  schemes  for  converting  Church  Narm, 
Clungunford,  into  two  good  cottages,  and  re-conditioning  Nos.  3^  "to 
44,  Newport  Street,  Clun,  as  four  houses  (mentioned  in  my  193^  Report), 
with  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  of  Health  contracts  v^ere  entered 
into  and, when  completed,  grants  will  be  received  under  the  Housing 


Act,  1935. 


The  Council  will  then  possess  six  good  cottages,  and 


the  intention  of  the  Act  is  that  they  shall  be  reserved  for  members 
of  the  agricultural  population.  The  Surveyor  v/ould  point  out  that 
if  these  two  schemes  were  treated  independently  of  the  other  Council 
schemes  the  rents  which  it  would  be  necessary  to  charge  are  in 
excess  of  those  usually  paid  by  agricultural  worlcers,  and  also  in 
excess  of  the  Council*G  a.veragi^  rents  for  new  houses. 


V/ith  regard  to  the  ovcrcrovjdcd  house  at  Snailbeach  referred  to 
in  my  last  Report,  the  Council  invited  tenders  for  re-conditioning 
and  enlargement,  but  it  V70.s  found  that  the  cost  'was  too  high  to 
allov7  of  the  work  being  done,  and  the  house  to  be  let  a 0 a r en  t 
which  the  tenant  could  eeiford  to  pay.

Careful  investigation  was  made  at  both  places,  but 
the  source  of  infection  was  quite  obscure.  The  patient  v/as 
removed  to  Monkmoor  Isolation  Hospital,  and  not  discharged  until 
two  negative-  results  had  been  obtained  from  examination  of  the 
excreta.  Special  precautions  were  taken  in  the  matter  of 
disinfection. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis.  Three  cc«ses  occurred,  and  appeared  to 
be  sporadic  outbree.ks,  and  not  connected  in  any  v/ay . The  first 
occurred  in  e.  boy  of  12  years  in  April  in  ^jun;  was  admitted  to  the 
Royal  Salop  Infirmary  and  transferred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
at  Oswestry,  for  special  treatment.  The  second  case  v/as  notified 

from  HewT;aj3_tA-Q  in' October  in  a boy  of  13  years.  This  case  v/as  also 
sent  to  Hospital.  The  third  case  v/as  notified  from  Worth e^,  also 

in  October.  Enquiry  in  this  case  showed  that  the  onset  ha'd*  probably 
been  some  months  earlier,  and  there  the  case  had  been  one  of  unusual 
kind,  of  very  gradual  development.  This  child,  of  4 years,  had 
Orthopaedic  treatment  at  one  of  the  Child  V/elfare  Centres  served  by 
the  Orthopaedic  Hospital.
